The exclusive sale of the Heathized method of manufacturing the ice cream and butter has been 
added and this will aid materially in increasing sales. The Heathenization process is the induction of carbon 
dioxide or carbonic gas into these products instead of air as has been formerly universally used. This method 
is fundamentally the same as that used by the manufacturers of canned fruits, vegetables, etc. This intensifies 
the flavor, makes them purer and more sanitary, and enables them to keep in perfect condition for a much 
longer time than ordinary ice cream and butter. 
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MANAGEMENT: The management of the Company will continue in the hands of the men who have been responsible 
for the rapid growth of the business from its inception. The Company has a large profit in its products, has es- 
tablished its brands firmly in the Southern states and can triple the 1923 volume without additional equipment 
except in the butter department. 


PLANT: The Company operates a mocern ice cream, dairy and creamery butter plant on Trinity avenue, in the city 
of Atlanta, Georgia, and has the latest types of machinery for the manufacture of its products. This plant is large, 
modern, well equipped, and can handle a greatly increased volume without the necessity of further equipment. 
A part of the plant equipment is a modern ice-making plant with a capacity of 50 tons per day, and the Company 
thus manufactures its own ice requirements. The refrigerating machinery provides ample cold storage space as 
well. The appraised value of plant and equipment, which includes 30 automobile trucks and passenger cars, is
